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1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

page 3, line 19, it appears that "if items being" should be simply, -items being-; 
page 4, lines 10-1 1, the "Brief Description" of Fig. 2 appears to be inaccurate, as to the 
inclusion of the phrase, "the cover being partly cut away in this view"; 
page 4, after line 11, there is no "Brief Description" of Fig. 3; 
page 5, line 9, it appears that "men ? " should be -mens'—; 

page 6, lines 6-7, it is unclear what is meant by "card...LEDs", i.e. the term "card" does 
not appear to be used elsewhere in the specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 8 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(a) for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, line 2, "lock ing " should be -lock able - (see e.g. claim 6, line 2). 

Claim 8, line 3, "the front panel" lacks clear antecedent basis (note "front cover ", claim 6, 

line 2). 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters:
